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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to the applicant's amendment dated 
05/23/2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 94-1 01, 115-116, 1 17-125 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 94, 1 17, 122 and 124, the claimed limitation of "at least some 
operation" is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 117-121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kataoka (US-6,959,221). 
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Regarding claims 117 and 121, Kataoka discloses an audio system (see Fig. 1) 
comprising: 

(i) a sound reproduction device (portable device 2) comprising: 

an enclosure (see Fig. 16); a powered speaker 206 at least partially located 
within the enclosure; 

(ii) an interface device 201 operably coupled to the sound reproduction device; 

(iii) an audio source device (main device 1) configured to output one of a plurality 
of audio streams (audio information stored in the main device) and further configured to 
removably connect to the sound reproduction device via the interface device (col. 1 1 , 
lines 16-17); and 

(iv) a remote control device configured to control both at least some operation of 
the audio source device and at least some operation of the sound reproduction device 
(see user input-output part of 1 1 0 and 207). 

What's not taught by Kataoka is a radio tuner at least partially located within the 
enclosure of the sound reproduction device. Although Kataoka did not discloses a radio 
tuner being located in the enclosure of the sound reproduction device, he discloses 
such radio tuner is being located in the audio source device for receiving broadcast 
information as constituents of a typical digital receiver (see col. 1 1 , lines 24-33). And 
conventional portable audio device having radio function is old and well known in the art 
to enable user listen to radio broadcast. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the portable sound reproduction device disclosed by 
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Kataoka with the typical conventional radio tuner in order to allow user to listen to 
conventional radio broadcast. 

For what's called for in claims 118-120, see col. 12, lines 58-63 and col. 13, lines 

24-29. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 80-91, 105-1 14 allowed. 

7. Claims 94-101, 115-116, 122-125 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Van Ryzin and Gladwin et al discloses methods and apparatuses for remote 
controlling audio information.
